In answer to a 
question he said there wasn’t any 
doubt but that a hospital insur- 
ance scheme on a compeltely pro- 
vincial basis would be preferrable 
to the present plan. 
‘Mr. Bishop questioned whether 
Edmonton could afford to in- 
crease its city tax rate by another 
two mills with so many demands 
to meet in the way of providing 
utility services for its rapidly in- 
creasing population. He deplored 
also the provincial government’s 
tactics in making capital grants 
(half of which is contributed by 
the federal government), condi- 
tional upon acceptance of the so- 
called “Dollat a Day Plan.” The 
“Dollar. a Day” title was a mis- 
nomer he claimed, as the patient 
must pay for the “extras” which 
‘averaged $4.00 a day in city hos- 
pitals. 
Mr. Turner: said he approached 
the scheme from the human point 
of view and praised the’. govern-
